THE PLAGUA IN HONGKONG. 

Aareported by usaevoral diya ava, parania- 
sion was granted by the Chinese anthuri- 
ties fur the establishment vf an hospital at 
Lni-chi-kok for the accommudation of 
plague patients. Soon after the requisite 
permission waa obtainod, the Ohinese cs- 
tablished their hospital, which was inspect- 
ed, unofficially, by. some visitors from. 
Hongkong yesterday. Upwards of 180 pa- 
tionts were counted in the Hospital, and 
admission, were being mada also, moment- 
arily, Thirty-four Geatbs had occurred ; 
10 bodies beiog still in the Hospital. 
Most of the patients are stated to have 
come from Wanchni, Yaumati aad ¥ittoris, 
so it would appear that the deerease of 
canes detected in Hougkong is due to the’ 
success With which eick persons have beon 
removed to tha mainland. -The atrange- 
ments made for. tho. reception of! the 
patients appear to be more satisfactory than 
one would hare expected.

Reports of tho disturbances in the Néag- 
on-shien and Huai-té-shion districta have 
probably already reached you, aud unlike 
the proverbial rolling stone, have no doubt 
guined rather than lost hy the journey. 
‘Lhe following eccount we hope may not be 
dovoid of interest to your readers, though 
wo feel it ineumbent upon us to omit 
varioug sensational detnils, the game not 
booting the stamp of authenticity. Daring 
the 16th and 17th yeara of Kuang Heil’'s 
reign orders were given by the Chinesa 
Governnent. to the several Taotais and 
magistrates to have all nuoesupied ground 
and river foreshore measured and reported 
upon with the object of imposing taxes, 
tho aforesnid ground having been for 
generations entirely free from any sack 
imposition. Tho innovation was auevoss- 
fully resisted and tho matter allowed to 
i rest, Last April, however, another attempt 
wes mado and carried out. in eome parts 
succossfally, but on reaching the above- 
mentioned districts the peacantry rose to a 
man, compelling the locul authorities to 
retire. This lamentable piace of radicaliam, 
or advanced socialism, was reported to H E. 
Teno Tao-ling iq command. of the soldiery, 
the Inttor at ofce sending 1,000 Honan 
braves to onfores taxation. A somewhat 
sanguineary ¢onflict enaned, about 1300 
peaaante being killed es against 300 soldiers, 
including the magistrate of Huaitésbian. 
His Exeollency, coming to the very sensible 
couclosion thatthe effair was not of aufi- 
cient importance to warrant. forther blood- 
shed, retired in good ordor, and the dis- 
tricts have once more gained their desired 
immanity but at the expenss of 1,300 
vee. .
